Italian woman makes ^irlgrnnage to honor memory of expatriate coacii

ELIOT VAN ZANDT was goiiiR to liis death. 
Neither he tior tlic woman he was talking to 
knew it, but it was tnie, all the same. He had fallen 
ill ill Milan, Italy, where he coached soccer and bas- 
ketball teams, and he lay, now, on a stretcher in the 
aiqilane that was to take him to American specialists, 
his mother and the Chicago he knew in the days of 
his youth. He was felling the Italian woman who had 
come to bid him goodbye that he would be back, that 
everything would be all right. 

"Yes." she said, crying. "Yes. Come back, because 
if you do not come back, I come to you." 

Eliot Van Zandt couldn't keep his promise. He died 
that night as the plane cut through the cloud-flecked 
sky above the Atlantic Ocean. But .\lba Pisani, the 



Italian woman, could and did keep her promise. A 
year later, she c-aught a plane and came to America 
to honor the man she lo\ed. She came, at her own 
expense, to e.xpress the lo\e and gratitude of thou- 
sands of Italians who believed, ironically enough, that 
the balding brown man from the Chicago ghetto per- 
sonified the greatness they expected but did not al- 
wa\s find in .Americans. 

She brought with her a trophy, inscribed by Mil- 
anese sportsmen, for \'an Zandt's mother and a 
plaque of appreciation from the Italian Basketball 
Federation to the coach's alma mater, Tu,skegee In- 
stitute. But more important, she came herself and her 
presence illuminated the long shadow cast by one man 
who lived 44 full years. Some who saw Miss Pisani 
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Meeting fur first time. 
Alba Pisani and Eliot 
Van Ziintlt's motlier, 
Mrs. Una Van Zandt, 
cm!)racc at Cliicago 
airp{)rt.

were rciniiKled of the flinisiness of all barriers, whether of race, reh'- 
gion or national origin. Others were warmed by the glow of a love 
that they had read about, had heard spoken of, but had ne\er seen in 
the flesh. A minister of God said: "She did us a good by coming and 
reminding us that people still love like that. It's old-fashioned, that 
kind of lo\ e. You don't see it anymore." 

Miss Pisani. who owns a Milan lingerie shop, underscored this point 
at a A'an Zandt Memorial Serv ice in the Tuskegee Clubhouse in Chi- 
cago. She went straiglit to the heart of the matter and cracked the 
reserve of a predominantly-female audience when she said in halting 
English: "I met Eliot last year on the third day of June. I knew him 
only fi\e months, but they were the fi\e happiest months of my life." 
Her \ oice broke. She wept, and men and women in the audience wept 
with her. "I think," she continued slowly, groping for the right word, 
fighting back the tears. "I think, for me, he is always li\ing." 

Alba Pisani came, then, seeking the living and not the dead. Iler 
whole manner said this. And for the 17 days of her \ isit. Eliot Collins 
N'an Zandt. the Chicago boy who went to Italy to fight and stayed to 
help bind up the wounds, lived again in the hearts of his friends. He 
was ali\e— nothing else was more ali\c— in the home of his mother, 
Mrs. Una Vnu Zandt, who lixes on Prairie .\\enue, just off 47th Street 



in the heart of Chicago's South Side. .Alba Pisani stayed there and the 
two women from different worlds made the man, dead for 13 months, 
live with words, laughter and tears. They had not met before, these 
two women, but there are many kinds of bonds and nothing perhaps 
binds tighter than a shared loss. Mrs. ViW Zandt showed Miss Pisani 
pictures of Eliot as a boy and Miss Pisani showed Mrs. \'an Zandt pic- 
tures of Eliot as a man. They spoke, woman to woman, of his warmth, 
his \ itality, his love of life. They .spoke, sometimes, as though he were 
really ali\ e. as though he had gone on a short trip and would presently 
return. They ditl not cry much. Miss Pisani and Mrs. Van Zantlt. 
They laughed. They smiled. Tliey remembered, with lo\ e. 

The two women joined forces and carried tliis spirit to the Berean 
Baptist Church, where a brief Memorial Serv ice was held, to the Tus- 
kegee Club House and finally to Tuskegee Institute, where Miss Pisani 
presented the platjue dining half-time ceremonies of the homecoming 
game. She told the hushed crowd: 'T am here representing all Italian 
sports lovers who remember with great gratitude the activity and the 
passion for sports which Eliot ^'an Zandt contributed to Italy. He 
brought the sport of basketball from a secondary interest to one of the 
leading sports of Italy. It was through his work as coach and teacher 
that Italy ranked third in the recent Olympic Games. The Italian 
Basketball Federation expresses its admiration for the memory of

The spirit which animated Miss Pisani and Mrs. Van Zandt moved 
many. One woman. Mrs. Elma Douglas, stood up at the C^hicago 
Memorial Service and said: "This whole thing is the most wonderful 
expression of love that I have ever seen. How can one person inspire 
so much love from so many people? If all of ns could be inspired to 
love the people that we touch, that we come in contact with, this whole 
memorial will have served its purpose." 

The man who inspired this outpouring of lo\e was skilled in the art 
of teaching other men how to play games. He was the only child of 
Una Van Zandt. a Chicago widow and fashion designer, and he was 
graduated from Tuskegee Institute in 1943. He was not, it is said, a 
scintillating individual performer on the athletic field. His gifts were 
rare. He was solid. He was mature. He could tell other men what to 
do and they would do it, without questioning, without thinking. He 
was, in short, a leader. His mother says: "He was really a born lead- 
er, from a kid. If the kids got into something around here, and if my 
child was out there, whether it was good or bad, I knew he was lead- 



ing it." His college roommate. Theophilus C. Cottrell, says: "I thought 
that whatever he did, he was going to be great, but it didn't ha\ e to 
be basketball or even athletics. He liked sports all right. But he never 
made the first string on the basketball team. Yet he was a man you 
could depend on to come in and put out a fire or control the team and 
the ball. He was a control man." 

In 1943, when \'an Zandt received his degree in physical education 
from Tuskegee, control men were in demand. He xolunteered for the 
Army and went off to Italy to fight as a 2nd lieutenant in the old 92nd 
Division. He fought as all great competitors fight, with all his strength 
and skill, but he was not a cruel man and killing gave him no satisfac- 
tion. Re\. James Moody, who served with him in the 92iid Di\ision. 
recalls that he said he wanted to remain in Italy after the war and 
help the people. The first step on this road came with a transfer to the 
Special Services Di\ ision. His work as a coach in the Leghorn Sports 
Center brought him to the attention of ,\ldo Mariano, chairman of the 
Italian Basketball Federation, who made him coach of the Italian 
Basketball Team in 1947. 

For the next 12 years. Italy was Van Zandt's home. He visited Amer- 
ica twice during this period and he spent two years in Turkey as 
coach of the national basketball team, but he always returned to the 
country he called his second homeland. "He loved Italy," says Alba

Pisani. "He was more Italian than American." He loved the opera; 
he loved pizai pies; he loved the vitality of the people. Through his 
work and his warmth, he won the hearts of the people and became 
one of the best-known men in tin- Italian sports field. He was called, 
by some, "the professor." Others called him "the great Van Zaiidt." 
Still others hailed him as "the gi eat Negro." The depth of the people's 
lo\-e for him can be ganged by the comment of a young Milan athlete, 
Gian Carlo Danova, who said: "He was for me another father. He 
was the most serious-minded, able and good man I ever met. We all 
on the team owe very mucli to him. .\nd I, myself, perhaps I owe 
everything to him." 

The expatriate coach spent the first four years of his Italian period 
as coach of the national basketball team. In 1948, his team defeated 
Iraq, Egypt and China at the Olympic Games in London. Then, in 
what sports writers call the "Golden Period" of Italian basketball, the 
team won eleven straight international matches and the Coppa Europa 
( European Cup ) in a Paris tournament. Van Zandt later coached and 
popularized baseball. During the last four years of his life, he served 
as physical training instructor for the Milan soccer team, which won 
the Italian championship in 1957 and 1959. 

It was here, in Milan, that he met .Alba Pisani, five months before his 
death. Jazz brought them together. Alba and a female friend went 
one night to a concert featuring an .American group, the Modern Jazz 
Quartet. Alba says: "My friend, she wants to go get an autograph. 
I would not go, but she insisteil and so we went backstage in the 
theatre." Eliot, who was backstage, helped .\lba's friend to get the 
autograph. Then he invited the two women to an after-concert dinner. 
"It is not the normal thing to do," says Alba, "but I do not know why

—I think because if was fate— I answered yes. Then it is a wonderful 
evening with him and other friends. He told me many things of my 
character, my thoughts. He was psychological." 

Eliot and .\lba met again and again and again. "He was a \-ery 
wonderful man. He was so young, .so full of life. It is like— it is like 
father, mother, friend, brother and lover. All the persons who know 
him say all these things. When I was with him, I was quiet, happy 
and satisfied. .Ml things were O.K. When I was tired, preoccupied 
and I saw him my preoccupations fly. It is not possible to say all he 
was. There are not sufficient words." 

Despite the fullness of their feelings. Alba and Eliot approached the 
subject of marriage with caution. Eliot was a divorce. .\lba had had, 
she says, an unfortunate love experience. A decision was not reached 
until Eliot was downed suddenly by a circulatory disease in September 
of 1959. "He became ill," says Alba, "and I, then he, became sine of 
our feelings. We took the decision to marry when he recovered. We 
were planning to li\e in Italy. When he told me about the marriage, 
I said, 'Yes. but in Italy,' and he said, 'Oh, yes, in .America, it is too 
hard!' " 

But Eliot did not recover. A blocked kidney increased his pain and 
discomfort. His e\esight began to go. At his death, he was flying to 
Chicago for a difficult kidney transplant operation. 

On the day that he died a friend called Alba Pisani and gave her 
the bad news. She says: "At first, I have not the words. I don't beliexe 
it, but I know that it is impossible for him to live. So all my hope col- 
lapse and so 1 ha\ e not the sudden reaction. I have to think on the 
thing, because the sound of it, it is like no truth. I was cold. Yes. .And 
then I know that he is dead and it is horrible— but then, for me, he 
never die. He is living and when I see his picture on my room— I have

Not a day pas.ses that Miss Pisani does not thank God that Eliot 
lived. "When I met Eliot." she says. "I liad had a bad experience and 
I became cold, indifferent. Only when I met Eliot tlid I (jet ()\er this 
crisis. I always thank him for that. I had had a bad moment. Yes. lie 
undei-.stood my tnie character. Yes. .And I have an inferiority comple.v 
and he help me to win over this complex. Now I haxe not this com- 
plex. I am a lu-w woman. I am sure of me and I think that my life it 
is worthy to be lived. It is a serious question for me. I am 31. It is 
very hard for me if again at this age I am not sure of me. I mii.st live 
and it is not possible to ii\ e wlien you do not believe in yourself. That 
is the reason why I thank him so. lu'canse also for fi\i' mouths in my 
hfe. for fi\e uni([ne mouths.

She ar- 
ranged the flovveis, reariauged them and ananged tiiem again. Then 
she wept. Mrs. \'an Zandt went to her and comforted her and Hev. 
C. D. l^. Bradshaw pulled ev eryone into a circle aromid the grave and 
raised his voice in prayer. "Help this yoiuig woman." he prayed, "who 
has come so far to be with the man she loves to iniderstand that we all 
come from the good earth and it is to the good earth that vv-e will all 
return some day. Give her strength and help her to return to her 
countrv' and live the kind of life that this young man would want her 
to live." 

Befoie leaving that day. the hand.some Italian woman told Mrs. 
Van Zandt that she wanted to come to the grave again— alone. ".And 
yon. of conr.se." she said, pointing to Mrs. Van Zandt. It was arranged. 
Alba Pisani went ag;iiu to the grave. She said farewell and thanks for 
perhaps the final time and then she flew home to pick up tlie threads 
of her life.

THE inauguration of John Fitzgerald Kennedy as 35th President of 
the United States will hv long remembered for man)' reasons. He 
is the yoiuigest man to take the oath of office, and the first Catholic. 
Dining inaugural week. Washington suffered the worst .snowstorm of 
the season. The number of persons participating in the five-day activ- 
ities and the number of events 
were the greatest in liistory. But 
for darker peoples of the world, 
Mr. Kennedy s coming into office 
will be recalled as the opening of 
a new social frontier, when some 
5.0<X) Negroes took an active part 
in the planning and the festivities 
ot an inaugural. 

Five Negroes served among 
chairmen of important inaugural 
committees, including the over-all 
general committee of which Wash- 
ington .\ttv. Frank Reeves was a 
vice-chairman. More than 500

In the capacit)' of military aide, three colonels added dash and color 
to social affairs, and Negroes marched with iniits of the .\rmed I'orces. 
Entire floats were entered by Negroes, and the integrated Virgin Island 

entry won a first prize. The How- 
ard University male thorns and 
seven top Negro entertainers con- 
tributed their artistry. .\nd for the 
second time, concert-opera star 
Marian .Anderson sang the na- 
tional anthem at an Inauguration. 

It is estimated that some 5.000 
Negroes from all over the country 
poured into Washington for the 
five day festivities. The fortnnates 
cornered tickets to most of the 
gala affairs. Some of the less for- 
tnnates saw only the parade and 
the Inauguration ceremonies.

Famous musician launclies imaginative effort to fill schooling void in VKorld of jazz 



THE Advanced School of Contemporary Music in Toronto, Canada, is 
the boldest, most imaginative effort launched to date to fill the school- 
ing void so long existing in the world of jazz. 

Founded on the pro\ en principle that jazz is a branch of the musical 
art that can be taught by a systematized method, the ASCM was created 
by three brilliant jazz men, Oscar Peterson, the Canadian-born jazz 
pianist whose prodigious technique is admired where\ er jazz is heard, 
conceived the plan by which the school was established. He is today 
the school's dominant personality and chief director. Associated with 
him are two talented and experienced musicians, bassist Ray Brown 
and arranger-composer Phil Nimmons. 

Peterson, a highly trained musician who rose to jazz stardom after 
an extensive periixl of classical training, has long been aware of the 
need for more basic training by jazz musicians. The idea to establish 
a school of jazz was born in his mind after years of listening to mistakes 
made by young musicians. "I remembered, too," he adds, "that when I 
wanted infoi-mation and guidance I just couldn't get it. There were no 
jazz schools then." 



ASCM ended its second highly successful term January 30th. A total 
of 51 students, including three Negroes, completed an intensiv e four- 
month course that included weekly private lessons, compulsory class- 
room instruction in both theory and piano, experimental group playing 
and improvisation sessions. There were also music appreciation lectures 
and discussions. About 80 per cent of the students attending the 1960-61 
term were professional musicians employed in dance bands, jazz com- 
bos, TV and radio work and night clubs. Two symphony musicians took 
the course. A number of students from the United States came from 
such points as Seattle, Wash., Phoenix, Ariz., Chicago, San Francisco 
and Fairmont. W. Va. 

One bass player, Stan Zadak, commuted weekly from Montreal, a 
distance of .365 miles, to receive instruction from Ray Brown and 
attend lectures. Two other students drove 285 miles each week from 
Ottawa. 

"There is a growing need," comments Oscar Peterson, "for profes- 
sional jazz instruction and a great future for it. The jazz field is bigger 
now. More musicians want to be equipped with jazz knowledge."

Growth of the school necessitated the leasing last year of a sev en- 
room house in mid-town Toronto. But the projected increase in enroll- 
ment will ine\itably force another mo\e to larger quarters for the 
1961-62 term. Peterson expects some 2(X) students. It has been decided 
to enlarge ihr current faculty of six. This will permit the school to 
accept a<lditional students and existing nuisical units (trios, quartets, 
quintets) who want to study at tlie school together. 

The nucleus of tlu- unusual faculty is the Oscar Peterson trio. Peter- 
son and his sidi'uien are conunitted to de\oting four months of every 
year to teaching at the school. The three directors who are also co- 
owners of the school drew SI apiece for their work last year.

DESPITE REPRISALS, NEGROES 
PLAN TO STAY IN THE COUNTY 

THOUGH only a scattered few of the county's 8,0(X)-plus eligible 
' iNegiocs legisteri-tl to \'Oto liefore 1959. the trouble in Fayette County 
stcmmctl from refusal in that year to permit them to vote in the "white 
primary." Complaints to the Justice Department, and a subseqVient FBI 
probe, led to a consent decree in 1960, with County officials agreeing 
to permit unrestricted registration and voting. At the same time, how- 
ever, "blacklisting" of registrants continued and farmers began to notify 
tenants that they would ha\e to vacate the land at the end of 1960. 

One authoritative source declares that some whites, fearful that a 
Negro majority at the polls would vote in Negro candidates, organized 
the economic squeeze in retaliation. Tiie same source indicates that 
though Negroes outniuiiber whites in the comity, they would hardly 
exceed them in voter eligibility since diminishing cotton acreage each 
year forces numerous tenant farmers to leave the state. 

Whites have generally denied the charges of intimidation, but one 
government witness, in a December suit to prevent the evictions, testi- 
fied that she and other landowners urged to fire their Negro sharecrop- 
pers and "replace them with white tenants or white-faced cattle," 

Throughout the county, and in Freedom Village, the Negroes plan 
to stick it out. .\irlifted and trvicklifted shipments of food, clothing and 
medicine from sympathizers around the nation hav e given them added 
incentive. The intervention of the federal government to protect their 
right to register and vote without reprisal has given them renewed 
faith. And should "tent cities" dot the county, they are pledged to con- 
tinue their assault on the polls. 

Early B. Williams is a typical example. He has a card which entitles 
him to vote. Because of it, he and all of his close relatives are living 
in Freedom X'illage. He was wounded when someone fired at the settle- 
ment from a passing car. He is a witness in the government's ease. 

Early would like to woi k and liv e in Fayette County. He would also 
like to vote there. E.xcept for a trip into Mississippi to marry, he has 
never been out of Tennessee. His wife and children call Fayette County 
home. "I just don't want to move, " he says, and no amount of logic 
about how much better off he would be somewhere else sways him. 

There are also men like John McFerrcn who returned to the County 
from military serv ice and decided that it owed them a greater measure 
of the freedom thev- had fought to protect. McFerrin catnaps when he 
can between directing the affairs of the Civic League and the affairs 
of Freedom X'illage. Because he has been threatened, he is mistrustful 
of every white face he sees. .\m\ because he is careful, he is wary of 
strange Negroes as well. He feels that what he is doing is important to 
him and to Negroes everywhere. And he declares: "I may have been a 
private in the last war, but I'm a general in this one."

Young bandleader seeks revival of big 
bands with exciting 19-piece group 






THE Ijiggcst, biiglitest current hope for a re\i\al of big jazz bands 
rests on the fragile shoulders of a brilliant, 27-year-old arranger- 
composer named Quincy Jones. In only 18 months, his dynamic, 
19-piece orchestra has stirred up more excitement in international jazz 
circles than any musical group since 1927, when a young and obscure 
pianist, billed as Duke Ellington and his five-piece band, became the 
rage at New York's old Kentucky Club. 

The new band, which exploded on the U. S. jazz scene last October 
in Philadelphia and later in New York and Chicago, following a scries 
of performances in Europe, owes its birth largely to Harold .Prion's 
musical. Free And Easy. Jones, who had been asked to write the mu- 
sical's orchestration, form its orchestra, then take it to Europe for tryout 
performances, eagerly took the opportunity to recruit and break in a 
group to his own specifications with no initial cost to himself. 

Among the Jones band's exceptional features is the fact that it can 
boast of one of the highest concentrations of individual instrumental 
stars crammed iiito a single organization. From Duke Ellington, Jones 
secured trombonist Quentin Jackson and trumpeter Clark Terry; and 



from \arious other groups, he acquired altoist Phil Woods, trombonist 
Jimmie Cle\eland. French horn plaver Julius Watkins, multiple instru- 
mentalist Jerome Richardson and Swedish trombone ace .-Mte Persson. 
Jones hand-picked each musician on the basis of training, natural skill, 
versatility and willingness to travel and stick during tough periods. 

"This band is like a big, hardy family," he comments proudly. 
"There's a unity here that's beautiful, and it comes through in their 
music. This is a fabulous group of musicians. It's worth fighting for." 

Jones' willingness to fight for his group's success has already been 
demonstrated. When Free And Eamj suddenly closed in Paris, leaving 
him with a band that must earn $4,000 weekly to stay alive, he rejected 
the adv ice of friends to disband, instead stayed in Europe to season his 
group through \arious engagements. An index to the staggering finan- 
cial problems he has assumed is the fact that b\' the end of last year, 
he was $60,(XX) in the red. Yet, despite these problems, increasingly 
enthusiastic audience response and more and better bookings have 
caused Jones to face the future with greater confidence today than at 
any time in his band's brief history.

A GLOBAL FOLLOWING 

CHICAGO-born Jones, who as an arranger has reached an inter- 
national statiire rare for a musician of his youth, is a handsome, 
warm and witty man who expresses himself almost as eloquently in 
words as he docs in music. Musicians of five continents know and 
admire his work, and his arrangements can be heard on record albums 
produced in the United States and Europe. 

After spending his childhood in Seattle, Wash., he studied musical 
theory, harmony and trumpet at the Berklee School of Music in Boston. 
Following creative periods as a member of the Lionel Hampton and 
Dizzy Gillespie bands (he organized the latter), he began a highly 
successful career as a free-lance arranger which kept him busy on both 
sides of the Atlantic. While in Paris three years ago, he studied under 
the great French teacher of classical music, Nadia Boulanger, v\'hose 
students have included Leonard Bernstein and Aaron Copland. 

So far, Jones' new band has li\ ed up to the extra\ agant build-up that 
preceded its U. S. debut. Whether it can survive in the future is any- 
body's guess, except Quincy Jones.' who is convinced that through the 
arrival of his group a new era for big bands is dawning.

MAN WHO ACCOUNTS FOR MICHIGAN'S MILLIONS 

Auditor-General Otis M. Smith is first Negro elected to state-wide post since Reconstruction 



ftV'ERLOOKING the city of Lansing at the main entrance of the 
U Michigan State Capitol, staixls a moss coxered statue of Civil War 
Gov. Austin Blair, who. legend says, has l)een looking for an honest 
man since 1864. .-^s ruddy, six-foot, two inch .Atty. Otis M. Smith began 
his first elected term as state auditor-general this \'car. proud Wolverine 
voters were sure that crusty, old Go% emor Blair had found his man. 

A state cabinet official who lias the highest electix e post held by a 
Negro since Reconstniction, Smith has the chief responsibility of 
"keeping all other state officials honest" by checking the income and 
expenses of every gox cniment agency. In addition to auditing expendi- 
tures of one billion and one hundred million dollars each year, the 
affable attorney handles the collection of S3 million in delinquent taxes 
and supervises a staff of KX) persons with a million dollar budget. 

No mere political figurehead, the billion dollar bookkeeper was 
elected after ser\ ing out the unexpired term of newly appointed Judge 



Frank Symanski. Campaigning last November with State Treasurer 
Sanford Brown and Lt. Gov. T. John Lesinski. he stomped all o\er the 
state, including the Upper Peninsula where many inhabitants of the 
frontier-like Lake Michigan areas had never seen a Negro. 

But, the fair-skinned, financial major domo said more whites 
appeared to be aware he was a Negro than non-whites. While touring 
Detroit's predonn'nantly Negro section near the end of the campaign, 
the auditor general remembered how one unknown Negro admirer 
strode past him to grab Lisinski's hand shouting "we're in, Big Otis, 
we're in." 

Most Michiganders agree that Smith's work as chairman of the state 
Public Service Commission earned him state-wide support. The witty, 
soft-spoken barrister did such a thorough job of setting fair utilitv rates 
and eliminating possible graft that he was known on Michigan's Capitol 
Hill "as the man who shot Santa Claus."

SMITH IS POLITICIAN WITH BOTH PARTIES' RESPECT 



AFTER GoscTiior Williams first appointed 
Smith auditor-general, the Detroit Free 
Press editorialize<l that the appointment "is a 
considerable compliment to the people of 
Michigan and their parties." And State Sen. 
Frank R. Beadle (R-St. Clair) publicly de- 
clared "I don't know of anything that would 
stand in the way (of approval) except maybe 
he has done such a wonderful job on the Pub- 
lic Service Commission that we would like to 
keep him there." 

.Although known for his personal honesty 
and integrity. Smith credits Governor Wil- 
liams with setting the high standards of public 
trust which now dominate Michigan politics. 
The Negro official says he is following Wil- 



liams' example in paying for all his personal 
telephone calls, rejecting travel expenses for 
his own use and e\en paying traffic tickets. 
Smith says Governor Swainson, a 35-year-old, 
double amputee war \eteran. is following 
Williams' policies in fiscal integrity and inte- 
grating the government. Smith and Swainson 
both agree that state's knottiest problem now 
is the annual $64 million deficit caused by the 
Republican-controlled legislature's refusal to 
appropriate funds for state welfare programs. 

While the Negro cabinet official is aware of 
his historic position, he says "I don't want 
people to remember me for my race or that I 
was a nice guy. I want to be remembered as 
the man who did a good job as auditor general.

NEEDED: A BLACK CROSS 



THE National Broadcasting Company was presenting a TV documen- 
tary on the phenomenon of the sit-in. Focusing its cameras on 
Nashville, Tenn., the film opened against the background voice of an 
elderly Negro preacher holding forth near an orderly line of Negro 
students picketing a for-whitc-only lunch counter. 

"My brothers, I'm glad to have the opportimity to tell people today 
that they arc sleeping in a dangerous time . . . I'm here in the midst of 
these strange things," he confessed. Then exhorting the transient crowd, 
cried: "Run, run, nm! Mens and women that hasn't made a start, pull 
up and do something for your race." 

Protesting against segregation was a strange thing to the preacher of 
yesterday and to a white Nashville that took its Negroes for granted 
and to a Negro mother who asked her son: "What are you fighting 
for?" It was tragically strange to a black Nashville whose leaders tried 
to stop the students from demonstrating. 

"Please don't go downtown," they pleaded. "We're not prepared. We 
should have the community behind us." 

Areas Of Racial Distress 

IN UNFOLDING a story of strong youthful leadership, the documen- 
tary exposed the glaring shortcomings of the Negro community. It 
also pointed up an increasing need for a national organization, a kind 
of Black Cross to care for the victims of racial bigotry whom Red, White 
and Blue Crosses don't reach. 

In many areas today there is racial tension. Where there is such ten- 
sion there is Negro distress. A three-agency report lists 530 specific 
cases of racial violence, reprisal and intimidation in the South from 
1955 to 1959. There were many, many more. Today, Negro teachers 
are being fired because they refuse to renounce their membership in 
the NAACP. Students are being jailed because they want to sit down 
and eat where they stand up and buy. Business men are being boy- 
cotted into bankruptcy because they speak out for civil rights. Farmers 
are being evicted because they exercise their right to vote. 

Even whites who sympathize or befriend the Negro meet abuse. The 
Gabrielles were driven out of New Orleans because they would not 
withdraw their daughter from an integrated school, the Rev. J. H. 
Germany was beaten for building a Negro c-oUege in Eastern Missis- 
sippi, and Richard Parker was jailed in Florida because he joined the 
lunch counter demonstrators. They are in part the Negro's responsi- 
bility. But like the people of Nashville, the total Negro community is 
neither behind its heroes nor prepared to care for its casualties. 

The NA.\CP does what it can, but its primary function is legal aid; it 
has no welfare department. Nor is the Urban League equipped to hand 
out relief. One of the first acts of the new administration was to set up 
machinery to aid chronically depressed areas, but there is no federal 
agency or national organization to aid areas of racial distress. If driven 
from his home by angry flood waters, a Negro will be helped by the 
Red Cross, even in Mississippi, but being driven from his tenant farm 
by an angry landowner because he went to the polls does not entitle 
him to relief. He is not the victim of a proper "disaster." Because no 
local authority will declare his plight a real "emergency," the govern- 
ment will not give him surplus food. 

Able And Anxious 

I NDIVIDUALS and various groups of Negroes are able and anxious 
' to help a brother in distress, be he black or white. But the Negro 
community as a whole has not yet made the start. Its people are still 
sleeping. 

There are the affluent who do not wish to identify with racial matters, 
and the intelligentsia who feel that the whole race problem is a respon- 
sibility of the society that created it. A few still ask "What are you 
fighting for?" Then there are those who disapprove of any movement 
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within the community to "do something" to help itself. If a movement 
proves successful, however, everybody climbs aboard the bandwagon 
and heads for the driver's seat. 

Only when the entire Negro community gets behind its leaders can 
it effectively demand full equal rights. Only when it has a strong 
national welfare organization like other American minorities, will its 
racially distressed areas be relieved. 

Through his innumerable and efficient organizations, the Jew pro- 
vides generous relief for fellow Jews. The JACL looks after the welfare 
of Japanese-.'\merican citizens, and American Indian centers help re- 
lieve suffering among the original Americans. But a Negro in Peoria 
who has no trouble locating the offices of the community chest, wonders 
how to get in touch with Tent City, Tenn. (see picture opposite page, 
story on page 61). A Negro in Albany who knows exactly where to 
send his check for the United Negro College Fund, has the devil of a 
time finding out how to get textbooks to the schoolless colored kids 
in Prince Edward County, Va. 

Friendly white people in Peoria and Albany who want to help the 
Negro cause, have neither contacts nor direction. 

Lack Of Control 

WHEN a Negro is mistreated by whites or a racially distressed area 
develops, fund-raising groups headed by self-appointed "executive 
directors" literally spring up out of the ground. Most of these people 
mean well, but they are not always qualified to administer emergency 
relief or to handle large public funds. 

Thousands of dollars are collected each year for Negro causes. An 
estimated quarter of a million dollars was raised in the name of Emmett 
Till, the Chicago boy who was brutally murdered five years ago in 
Money, Miss. In the vast majority of cases, fimds are passed on to those 
in need but not always. Lacking a centralized organization to whom all 
fund-raisers are responsible, there is waste and confusion. Each group 
has its owTi operating expenses. There is duplication of work and over- 
lapping of territory. 

Today, aid is being solicited to pay the fines and tuitions of Dixie's 
sit-in kids and to feed and clothe Tent City's campers. No one knows 
how much is being sent or how much received. There is no control over 
the various drives, no orderly channeling of contributions. 

The Hour Is Late 

THE hour is late but there is yet time for the Negro community to 
"pull up and do something" for itself. 

When banks denied loans to militant Mississippians in 1954, NAACP 
officials interested a group of northern Negro business men in setting 
up for them a "war chest" of a half million dollars in the Negro-owned 
Tri-State Bank of Memphis. Why not a permanent organization with 
resources to meet all racially incurred emergencies, one which would 
collect fimds, screen out the charlatans and co-ordinate the efforts of 
legitimate groups? 

Clarence Mitchell, National Director of the Washington Bureau of 
the NAACP, is one of those who advocates such an organization— to be 
run by a board of representative Negro leaders and operated by a paid 
staff of trained workers. The idea would be a welcome one to hard- 
pressed Prince Edward County, Va., operating on a $2,800 monthly 
budget solely dependent upon contributions. It would be a welcome 
one to the leaders of the displaced Tennessee farmers already plagued 
by fund-raising rivalries. The sit-in movement which has caught the 
imagination and tugs at the purse strings of sympathizers both white 
and Negro, would benefit immeasurably by it. 

As the battle for civil rights gains momentum, areas of racial tension 
increase. Every Negro in America who is able would be willing to sup- 
port the organization that would guarantee relief to refugees from 
social injustice, the victims of racial hate.

Enhanced l)y tremendous 
personal prestiiie. former President Eisenhower was l)()osted to an all- 
time popularity by one of the best W'liiti' House press secretaries in 
In'storv— James (Jimi Ha>;erty.

PRESS AIDE IS EXPERT ON 
POLITICS AND JOURNALISM 

E AIU.Y ill the presidential campaign, Pierre Salinger told reporters 
that if his candidate won Hatcher would be his assistant at the 
White House. "Andy knows his business and I know Andy," he said. 
The two men ha\e worked together in political campaigns for almost 
10 years. They started as PH men for the campaign of Rep. Helen Gaha- 
gan Douglas, who was defeated by the then political iio\ ice, Richard 
M. Nixon. Thev later did public relations for bond issues and other 
California state candidates. When Salinger expanded the Kennedy 
press staff before the Democratic Pai ty convention, he gave Hatcher, 
then California's .Assistant Labor Commissioner, the first job opening. 

.\ native of Princeton, N, J.. Hatcher was graduated from Spring- 
field College and trav elled across the country in 1948 to become the 
editor of the San Francisco Sun-Reporter. Combining politics with 
writing, he became one of the few men able to handle public relations 
for political candidates. During the presidential campaign, he endeared 
himself to the press by learning the deadlines of most writers and mak- 
ing sure that each had the latest information. He also took pains to give 
them information of sectional interest to appeal to their readers.

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1 WAS A SPY FOR THE FBI' 

Housewife bares Communist plot to infiltrate civil rights organizations and Negro churches 



FOR eight years and ten months, Julia Clarice Bro%vn, a former Cleve- 
land, Ohio, housewife, was an FBI "informant" in the Communist 
Party and Commimist front groups. 

The personable woman, who is now living in retirement on the West 
Coast, penetrated Communist circles in the early 50's, rose to the posi- 
tion of treasurer of her section and survived, at great danger to herself, 
attempts by party toughs to weed out FBI undercover workers. 

During this period, Mrs. Brown provided valuable information to the 
government on the Communist Party and its efforts to infiltrate the 
NA.\CP, other civil rights organizations and Negro churches. She 
slipped Communist docmnents to the FBI and wrote regular reports 
on Communist-inspired meetings which were attended, she says, by 
singer Paul Robeson and other Negroes. 

Mrs. Brown carried off her masquerade with such aplomb that 
Communist colleagues offered to give her a party when siie ga\e up 
the work last June and moved to the West Coast. .\nd she received 
Christmas cards from some of her former associates as late as last 
December. For the Ohio Communist Party, this e.\clusi\e article will 
confirm for the first time what was suspected but ne\er pro\en: Com- 
rade Julia was, indeed, an FBI agent. For the former Comrade Julia, 
this article marks the end of a long nightmare of pretending and in- 
trigue. When the 55-year-old woman turned in her final report last 
April, she was on the verge of mental and physical collapse. 

"I was going just about nuts, " she says, "and my health was going. I 
had contracted arthritis, rimning around to meetings late at night in the 
rain and cold anil snow. And then last year, I almost had a nervous 
breakdown. I had to stop. I was being taxed. I haven't gotten back 
to my real self yet. I guess you never do." 

Despite the high price she paid, Mrs. Brown is convinced that her 
undercover activities were right and necessary. Her long association 
with Communists has conv inced her that the party is not interested in 
the Negro's struggle for cix il rights. In fact, she says, the Commimist 
Part\ is prostituting the legitimate grievances of Negroes to further its 
own end. It is vitally necessary, she adds, for Negro .Americans to 
understand six points about the party and its current program: 

1) "They have always believed in the overthrow of the goverrDuent. 



They preach it. They teach there is no other way to gain their ends. 
They talk in the open now about coexistence, but they get in a meeting 
and if they're sure everybody is loyal, they'll let you know there is no 
such thing as peaceful coexistence." 

2) "The Communist Parly is tveakcr today among Negroes than it 
was 10 years ago. Negroes are opening their eyes. The party is preach- 
ing but not practicing. There is as much prejudice in the Communist 
Party as there is in Mississippi. They pick a few Negroes to represent 
all the rest of the Negroes. Communists pretend that they don't believe 
in white chauvinism, but there is plenty of segregation in the part)." 

3) Top Red officials are "disilhisioncd by the response of Negroes. 
In Cleveland, New York and Chicago, from 1948 to 1951. there were a 
goodly number of Negro members. So many of them are not active 
today, are not paying their dues and are not attending meetings. Over 
the entire United States, I feel sure there are no more than a few real 
dyed-in-the-wool Negro Communists. There are loads of sympathizers, 
of course, and a lot of fellow-travelers, but there aren't man\' dyed-in- 
the-wool Negro Communists." 

4) "Negro leadership must remain alert. Conimimists arc barging in 
every chance the\' get. ."Viid the greatest opportunity for mass penetra- 
tion is what is going on now among Negroes." She says the party 
recently ordered an all-out drive in the Negro community. The 
NAACP: She thinks the Reds have "little or no" influence on the 
N.\ACP as a whole. But at one time, she says. Red big-wigs boasted 
that the Chicago chapter of the N.\.ACP had been successfully infil- 
trated. Subsequently, she reports, Roy Wilkins. NA.AC^P executive 
secretary, and local leaders moved in and cleaned up the chapter. 
Negro churches: "They have attempted to infiltrate every Negro organ- 
ization. The churches, especially. The last meeting I went to. they 
were talking about infiltrating the churches more. They want members 
to join the church and be activ e in the clubs and societies. They are 
even trying to get into the Roman Catholic Church." Mrs. Brown adds: 
"I know a young man, a member of the Communist Party, who finished 
school and the party sent him to school to become a minister. He is 
now assistant minister of a chiuch in Clev eland. He is a Commimist. 
I have been to meetings with him. They arc doing that now, sending

party members to school to become ministers." 

5) In a stepped-up drive to win more Ne^ro members, particidarhj 
Nef^ro men, the partij is iwing sex bait, i. e., white women, parties and 
danecs. "They ii.se dances, house parties, anythinj», to get people in the 
party. It's an old Communist method. They use women as bait. ' 

6) The extent of Communist penetration amon^i \'e<i,roes is some- 
times exaggerated hy well-meaning but tininformed persons. She dis- 
agrees with former President Truman who was quoted as saying the 
sit-in moxement was Comnnniist-inspired. Mrs. Brown, who attended 
state and national party conventions, says: "The sit-in movement was 
not Communist-inspired, but the Communists have tried to infiltrate it. 
Truman was wrong. The Communists would have never inspired a 
movement based on passive resistance. They don't believe in that. 
They don't do anything that's decent. But after it started, they tried 
to jump on the bantlwagon." 

Mrs. Brown offers these observations in the hope that American 
Negroes will take them to heart and a\oid the snares and pitfalls of the 
party. She learned the hard way. Thirteen years ago, she became 
involved with the party during a local election in Cleveland, At that 
Hme, Mrs. Brown and her husband, James, were solid and substantial 
citizens of the commimity. They owned their own home. They were 
Episcopalians, Mr, Brown was a capitalist of sorts. He was in the 
contract hauling business and he owned three trucks. 

But -Mrs, Browii was bored with "being just a housewife" and she 
burned with a passion to do something about the injustices of the 
world. The Communists cleverly exploited her dissatisfaction. Little 
by little, they drew her into their orbit. They praised her work in the 
political campaign. They invited her to parties. They praised her 
ingentiity, her boldness and her dri\ e. Finally, in December of 1947, 
she was gi\en the "rush act" at a Christmas party. Mrs, Brown says 
she was recruited by Frieda Zucker Katz, who was one of the leaders 
of the Civil Rights Congress. 
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Recalling her experiences as iindercDver ajjiMit, Mrs. Biow ii nins gamut of c-nidtions.

"Frieda asked me to sign my name to a long piece of paper," Mrs. 
IJiown sa\s. "I had no fime to read it, bnt I wa.s interested in joining 
an oruanization that was fighting for ci\ il rights and so I joined. I had 
a certain ainljition to do something tliat needed to be done for me and 
my people. So liere, I thought, is a group of wlnte people on my side. 
At first, yon would think they are the finest people in the world. Abso- 
Intely no difference. No segregation. It was jnst as if they didn't know 
the difference between Negro and white. It's only when yon are deeply 
embedded in the party that \on find out what's behind all this." 

It didn't take Mrs. Brown long to see through the veils of the illusion. 
Slie realized after a few meetings that she had a red bear by the tail. 
The wild talk about revolutions and overthrowing the government 
frightened her. And then, before she could get her balance, the party 
asked her for SlOO to help finance party leaders who were going under- 
groinid to av oid arrests inider the Smith Act and the Ni.\on-Mnndt Bill. 
t;learly, Mrs. Brown thought, this is no ordinary political party. 

The Cleveland housewife also objected to the strict thought control 
imposed on party members. In 1948, she broke with the party over the 
rival candidacies of President Truman and Henry Wallace. "I worked 
with the party," she explained, "to put Henry Wallace over. And I 
continued going to meetings. But I became sick of what they were 
saying about America and 1 took Wallace's picture off my house and 
put up Truman's picture. After Truman won, Frieda Katz told mo I 
could never become a Communist because I wouldn't let them 
guide me." 

Six months later, Mrs. Brown went to the FBI and reported what she 
hail done. After the interview, she went home and tried to forget the 
whole miserable experience. Then, about a year later, an FBI agent 
called on her and asked her to go back into the party as an undercover 
agent. Mrs. Brown said she would try. She started mingling with 
(Jonnnunists. She distributed leaflets and made herself available for 
party causes. She was later reinstated in the party.

CJonirade Julia, as party members callctl her, soon discovered that 
the work of an FBI undercover agent invoKes more day-to-day drudg- 
ery than cloak-and-dagger excitement. She attended Communist meet- 
ings three and four and .sometimes fi\ e times a week. She went to house 
parties anil dances. .Vnd she wrote reports on e\erything she saw and 
heard. .\t least once a month, she met an FBI agent and gaxe him 
document.s and other material she hail gathered. She also communi- 
cated with the FBI by mail and by telephone. Her FBI coile name 
was "C. G. End." 

"The FBI expected plenty of you." she says. "I had to watch and 
be able to describe and identify people at meetings. I had to listen 
\cry carefully to what was said and who said it. I had to look for 
identifying marks on people I didn't know; I had to remember their 
height, age, color of eyes, etc., I was just nerxoiis all the time. I was 
driven on one hand by the Communists and on the other by the FBI. 
I wasn't dri\en by the FBI, but they had standards for you to come 
up to anil you struggled to come up to them." 

One of the meetings Mrs. Brown says she reported to the FBI was 
held at a hall on .\ubnrn .Vveniie on the West Side of Cle\eland. She 
sa>s Paul Robeson was one of the main speakers. She says she went 
up to the rostrum and talked to Hobeson after the meeting. "I knew 
him personally," she says. "I have met him at Communist Party con- 
ventions and meetings at least four or fi\ e times." 

The housewife-turnetl-spy says her biggest coup as an agent was the 
turning o\er to the FBI of the records of a Communist-front organiza- 
tion. She says one of the leaders of the organization asked her to hide 
the records in her basement. "I put the records in my basement," she 
says, "and then I called the FBI. They had me get my husband and 
bring the records down behind the Cleveland Inilians ball park. They 
checked the records and returned them the same night. That was a 
big job. I was kind of proud of that." 

Mrs. Brown's neighbors and friends did not share her pride. It was 
generally known in the community that she was a Commimist. And she • 
was persona non grata to old friends and acquaintances. People who

used to stop by for a friendly chat started avoiding her. Old friends 
cut her dead in the streets. 

"I was isolated." Mrs. Brown observes. "I had one or two dear 
friends, but the others just walked away from me. I was isolated out 
of the Democratic party. I was a committeeman and judge in my pre- 
cinct. But they pushed mc out altogether. 1 was hurt very much there, 
because I lo\'ed my work. Even the neighborhood clubs refused to 
accept me. I was just something that smelled to them." 

Mrs. Brown could have dispelled this fog of distrust with a word, but 
she couldn't say the word and so she suffered in silence. Only her 
husband and one or two other persons were pri\ y to her secret. She 
was even barred from confiding in her minister. "That's why I lost my 
health," she says. "I couldn't sit down and explain to anyone. I had 
to keep to myself and pray and work out things the best way I could." 
Mr. Brown, who was an innocent bystander, also suffered. One day

The manager of 
another insurance company came (uit and wrote insurance on the car 
and trucks. 

Tliere were other blows (hat Mrs. Brown had to face alon<-. She says 
she laced a big crisis of conscience when she was ordered by the party 
to infiltrate the N.\.\C;P. "I went into it, " she says, "with two faces. I 
went in to do a real job for the N.A.ACP and to make reports back to 
the Communist Party the way I .saw fit. 1 tried to be lair to the N.\.\CP 
and false to the Conimiini.sts. I didn't intend to harm the NAAC;P in 
any way. I'm KM) per cent with the N AACP and I think they are doing 
a wonderful job. Top Ro\einmeiit officials are aware that the NAACP 
is legal and is working in the American way for first-class citizenship 
for all Americans." 

The inulercover agent was rescued from her dilemma when an 
NAACP official recognized her as a Communist and spread the word 
around. "They didn't say anything to me," she reports, "•but you could 
feel the air getting coKl. They didn't allow me to move in any direction. 
Oh, they are smart guys down in Cleveland, those NA,AC:P guys." 

During the last years of her service. Mrs. Brown was under suspicion 
in the party. On one occasion, two party officials walked up to her and 
demanded that she give them the notes she was writing. •'They told 
me." she recalls, "that they ilidn t want ine to lose the notes and have 
them fall into unfriendly hands. "Why certainly,' I said, tearing up the 
notes at the same time. •Certainly. I didn't know that.' I tore the paper 
up into little pieces and gave the pieces to them with a smile." 

The former agent believes jealousy played some part in the charges 
that were brought against her in the party. "There is a lot of jealousy 
in the party against the few Negroes who accumulate anything. They 
seem to want to keep the Negro down where they can pull him up when

tliey want to. Tlicy want to keep tlie Negro oppressed. Well, they 
were jealous of me because I hatl a three-family home and then bons;ht 
a nice brick home in Shaker Heights. That was one of the reasons they 
thought I was working for the FBI. They called me a petty bourgeoisie. 
Maybe, they couldn't see how I could be a Communist anyway." 

The cat and mouse game reached melodramatic heights during the 
last year of Mrs. Brown's service. She was threatened. Strange men 
trailed her home from Communist meetings. James Brown says he 
heard the car pull into the driveway one night and then, almost imme- 
diately, he heard a blood-curdling scream. "I ran out," he says, "and 
I saw one man on our side of the street and two men on the other side. 
My wife says she screamed when one of the inen approached the 
car. When I ran out, they ran away." 

The Browns took pre\entiv c measures. They installed a special flood- 
light system aroimd the house. ,\nd they bought King, a big German 
shepherd who is fiercely devoted to Mrs. Brown. 

King, however, was absent on the night that Mrs. Brown faced her 
greatest trial. She was accused at a party meeting of being "a stool 
pigeon for the FBI." A woman said she saw her writing down names 
at a state party meeting. Mrs. Brown denied the charge. "I told them 
that I didn't have to write clown the names of people I knew. And I 
couldn't write down the names of people I didn't know. I fought back 
with everything I had. I had to fight back, because I was "sore afraid,' as 
the Bible says. I was afraid inside, but I didn't show it outside. They 
have a way of dealing with you when you don't act right, like beating 
yon with a hose." 

Fighting with her back against the wall, feigning indignation and 
injured innocence, Mrs. Brown outtalked her accusers and the matter 
was dropped. A few months later, she left the party and went to the 
West Coast to live. 

"I hate what I left," she says, "I was very glad to get away from it. I 
am so relieved. I have to adjust myself and find new friends ami even 
learn how to act among these people. The almost nine years took every- 
thing away. I forgot the fine things I was used to doing and thinking. 
Being in the Cominunist Party drags you down and degrades you. 
When I left, I couldn't think good. I was crabby and cross. I seemed 
to have had to do it the hard way. One thing that helped to make it 
hard for me is that my education was linu'ted. I didn't go to college. I 
only went through high school." 

Mrs. Brown, who was born in Atlanta, Georgia, and migrated to the 
North when she was 17, refuses to say how much money she was paid 
by the FBI. She says simply that the FBI paid her expenses. And she 
insists that she would do it again if it were necessary. 

"Some people," she concludes, "will look down on me, but as for 
myself, I will, as I always have, hold my head high and be \ery proud 
and gratefid that I had the privilege to serve my country as any loyal 
American should do. And if I am ever asketl or see any reason to serve 
on my own again, I will proudly do so."

A DEDICATED dancer, who will not consider marriage "if it inter- 
feres with my career," Roz is infected with the joyful rhythins of 
the West Indies. She considers herself a more than passable singer, but 
cannot use this talent because her voice is kept hoarse by the shouts 
which accompany her limbo routine in the Larry Steele show. 

Though she plans to make return visits to her native Grenada, she 
hopes to continue working in the United States for purely economic 
reasons. Life, there, she admits, moves at a much slower pace— a pace 
she would prefer but for the fact that it is "impossible to become finan- 
cially successful as a dancer there."
